LAKE VILLA CROSSING 
TO BE PUT IN SHAPE 



Action toward tho Improvement of 
the stretch of road between tho two 
concrete roads at Lake Villa was 
taken tho past week when Supervisor 
Barney Nabor and Street Oommls- 
sloner Frank Diinn went before the 
Maintenance committee of the board 
on roads. The present plan is' for the 
county to grade this stretch of road 
and the citizens of Antloch and Lake 
yiila to Jointly pay for the gravel and 
hauling. 

An 'approximate cost of about $800 
has been estimated as the probable 
coat for this Improvement nnd It is 
expected that a subscription list will 
soon he made up to raise this amount. 

This stretch of road Is being left 
open until the state and the Soo line 
railway can come to some aBreoment 
on an overhead bridge. While tho 
state and Soo lino have agreed on an 
overhead that will take the road part 
through the E. J. Lehman estate, Mr. 
Lehmann has not as yet given his 
consent to the route as planned by 
tho state. 

This road last year was impassable, 
and closed tho town to outsiders for 
quite a while. Mr. Rusael, county su- 
perintendent promises to keep a main- 
tainor on this stretch.

VOPP BROS. TAKE 99 YEAR 

LEASE ON HUNTING GROUND 
The entire north end of Grass Lake, 
known as tho Frank Hatch farm, has 
been leased by the Yopp Bros., fam- 
ous hunters of Hubbard Woods, for 
hunting purpose. This Includes Hack- 
berry island, for years a favorite 
spot with duck hunters. The Yopp 
brothers have leased hunting lands 
around Antloch for several years. . 



The Lake county fair at Llberty- 
vllie Is assured for next year because 
of the good showing made this fall, 
according to an announcement made 
to the board of supervisors by Super- 
visor Eger of LIbertyvIIIe. 

Mr. Eger declared that between 53,- 
000 and $4,000 was made above ex- 
penses, probably the largest amount 
made In years. Because of this the 
fair will be held next year. 

The supervisors complimented the 
olllcers of the jCair for tho showing 
and on tho conduct of the exhibits. 

Earlier In the season tho matter 
had been threshed out in the board 
of supervisors meeting on a request 
for money. The top amount that 
could be appropriated legally at that 
time was $300 and this was felt too 
small to carry tho exhibits through. 

Later the olhcera of the fair board 
gathered and decided to handle the 
financing of the fair chiefly througli 
subscriptions. The time of the show- 
ing was cut to three days and success 
crowned their efforts. 

A similar plan may be followed In 
succeeding years.

MILK INSPECTION A HEALTH 

SAFEGUARD IN MANY CITILS 

The development of modern sani- 
tary science and the Increasing Inter- 
est in public health have.resulted In 
many cities passing milk ordinances 
and practicing milk Inspection for the 
protection oC the commuulty. This 
has become more necessary as tho 
growth of our cities has compelled 
them to obtain milk from farms at 
greater and greater distances and has 
resulted In Increasing tho number of 
city milk plants. 

There are three distinct and essen- 
tial features In successful milk in- 
spection, according to the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 
They are: Dairy Inspection, dairy 
instruction, and laboratory control. 
Dairy-farm Inspection regulates tho 
conditions surrounding the source of 
supply. Without it the safety of the 
finished product can not be assured. 
This inspection also extends to city 
milk plants and to tho* workers In 
them. Dairy-Instruction work la 
largely educational. It teaches the 
dairymen to know the proper meth- 
ods of handling milk in order to as- 
sure Its being of first quality, and It 
gives training In sanitary practlcs In 
and around tjie barn nnd milk bouse. 
The milk laboratory enables health 
oflicors to see that the quality of tho 
milk supply Is maintained, and en- 
ables them to control the various 
methods used in production, trans- 
portation, processing and delivery. 

Studies of city milk supplies made 
by the Department of Agrlculturo 
show that most large cities have had 
milk ordinances for comparatively 
periods. Soma cities as largo as GO,- 
000, however, have practically no 
facilities for such work. This Is a 
condition that needs Immediate at- 
tention, department workers bellevo, 
and should bo met by sabttarianB and 
cit yoQlclals as rapidly as possible. 



A call of fire was received by the 
Antloch fire department at 4:00 
o'clock oa Saturday afternoon from 
the Allendale Farm at Lake Villa. 
Oily rags in one of the dormitories 
became Ignited and the smoke soon 
filled the entire building, but the 
flames were quickly subdued by chem- 
icals kept on hand at the school. The 
new cement road had just been open- 
ed and a record run was made to the 
village south of us, but the danger 
was over Just as the truck arrived. 
Captain Bradley of Allendale com- 
mented on the quick response, and 
as a result the firemen are ten dol- 
lars nearer the goal of a "pald-for" 
fire apparatus.

Cooperative Marketing Is 

Exempt from Income Tax 

by New Federal Ruling 



BIG BOOST FOR CO-OPS 



On September 12 a number of In- 
terested dairymen from all over tho 
county met with the board of super- 
visors to discuss testing of cattle by 
the county plan. No opposition was 
voiced, and the matter after being 
referred to the finance committee was 
given unanimous support tbe next 
day. Four thousand dollars was ap- 
propriated per year for the expense 
and salary of a county veterinarian, 
thus assuring us of the state and fed- 
eral indemnity money. Lake county 
is therefore In line with all the other 
Illinois counties In the Chicago milk 
district as they have all taken tho 
step. 

The veterinarian will soon be. hired 
nnd farmers may now free of charge 
have they herds tested and placed 
under federal supervision, ns well as 
being in line to receive Indemnity 
money besides the beef value for re- 
acting cattle. There never was a 
time when It was more Important to 
begin cleaning up our herd from tuber- 
culosis as now. If Lake county had 
stayed out of this area plan ot test- 
ing, it Is safe to say that In a very 
few years we would have been prac- 
tically blacklisted so far as sale oi: 
milk is concerned. Let us therefore 
all get back of the plan, clean up tho 
county as rapidly as practicable, and 
by united effort see that only tested 
healthy cattle get back Into our herds 
after once weeding out tbe tubercular 
ones. 

There will he a supply ot blanks 
at the Farm Bureau office for those 
who want to test. It Is not compul- 
sory. The government does not ex- 
pect Impossible tilings of those who 
sign up, and you will find it easy to 
cooperate with the county veterinar- 
ian and the government. It will pay 
Lake county dalrjTnen to study this 
matter carefully and test as soon as 
possible. Illinois Is now declared to 
be the leader In the fight on T. B. in- 
cattle. Future generations will thank 
us for taking this step, and those at 
present on farms will benefit finan- 
cially as well as in health. All test- 
ing free of charge to those who sign 
up under tbe plan.

Exempt From 
Income Tax

A new treasury decision of vital 
Importance to the farmers of tho 
country and tbe cooperative associa- 
tions acting for them has Just been 
received in the office of Mrs. Mabel 
G. Relnecke, collector of internal rev- 
enue for the northern district of 1111- 
nois. It exempts such cooperative as- 
sociations from Income tar and will 
doubtless have a far-reaching effect. 
The new decision amends article 
522 of regulations G2 of the revenue 
act to read as follows: 

"Art. 522. Cooperative assocaltlons. 
— (a)Cooperatlve associations, acting ' 
as sales agents for farmers, fruit 
growers; livestock growers, dairymen, 
etc., or engaged in the marketing of 
farm products, and turning back to 
the proilucers the proceeds of the 
sales of their products, less the nec- 
essary operating expenses, on the 
basis oC the produce, furnished by 
them, are exempt from income tax 
and shall not bo required to file re- 
turns. Thus cooperative dairy com- 
panies, Avhicb itro engaged In collect- 
ing milk and disposing of it or the 
products thereof and distributing tho 
proceeds, less operating expenses, 
among the producers upon tho basis 
of the quantity of milk or of butter 
fat In the milk furnished by such 
producers, are exempt from the tax. 
It the proceeds of tho business ai;o 
distributed In any other way than on 
such a proportionate basis, tbe assov

mente of the statute and Is not ox 
cmpt. The accumulation and main- 
tenance of a reasonable reserve for 
(Icproclatlon or poaalblo Iobbbb or a' 
reserve required by state statute or a 
reasonable sinking fund or surplus to 
provide for the erection of buildings 
and facilities required In business, or 
for the purchase and Installation of 
machinery and equipment, or to re- 
tire Indebtedness ' Incurred for such 
purposes will not destroy the exemp- 
tion. A corporation organized to act 
as a sales agent for farmers, or to 
market cooperatively the products of 
the farm, and having a capital stock 
on which It pays a dividend not ex- 
ceeding the legal rate of Interest In 
the state In which It Is Incorporated 
-and In which aubatantlally all of the 
outstanding capital stock U owned by 
actual producers, will not for such 
reasons bedenled oxeraptlon, but any 
ownership of stock by others than ac- 
tual producers who market their 
products through the association must 
be satisfactorily explained in the ap- 
plication for exemption. In every 
case the association wlU bo required 
to ■ show that the ownership of' its 
capital stock has been restricted as 
far as possible to actual producers, 
and that the association has not vol- 
untarily sold or issued any stock to 
non-producers.

These have been met In various ways 
according to a report received by the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

The Women's Club at Lilesvllle, 
Anson county, N. C, partly financed 
the hot school lunch last year, and It 
was also supplemented by things they 
brought from home. Each teacher, 
with the aid of the larger girls, pre- 
pared the hot soup for her own room. 
The .rural children enjoyed It Immen- 
sely, and all the town children want- 
ed to stay, too. In the summer 250 
quarts of soup mixture and tomatoes 
were canned by mothers and donated 
for winter lunches. 

In two schools In Halifax County 
the larger girls do the work connect- 
ed with serving the hot lunch, under 
the supervision of the teacher; It Is 
so divided that only two or three are 
taken away from classes at a time. 
when the girls are on duty they plan 
their menus and see that the supplies 
are on hand. 

In one community a woman gives 
all the milk needed. Some of It Is 
sold for 3 cents a glass. This money 
Is used to buy other supplies. All 
lunch dishes are sold at cost In an- 
other place the children bring a 
jgreat many of the supplies from home 
such as potatoes, canned tomatoes, 
milk and eggs. No charge Is made 
for the hot dish. Considerable im- 
provement In the quality of the cold 
lunch carried was noticed In most 
schools after demonstrations in food 
selection and preparation given by 
the home-demonstration agent.

WIDE AREA COVERED LAST 

YEAR IN BARBERRY SCOUTING 
An area equivalent to 200 counties 
was covered during the last fiscal 
year In the farm-to-farm survey for 
barberry bushes. This Is one step In 
the fight against wheat rust which Is 
being carried on by the United States 
Department of Agriculture in cooper- 
ation with State agricultural colleges. 
State departments of agricultural, 
and the Conference for the Preven- 
tion of Grain Rust The work con- 
sisted of a survey and a resurvey for 
sprouting bushes and seedlings. It 
was carried on In Colorado, Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Montana, Nebraska, North Dakota, 
Ohio, South Dakota, Wisconsin, and 
Wyoming. In all, 740,855 hushes were 
removed from 6,799 properties In the 
preliminary survey while 6G,C70 
sprouting bushes and 9,138 seedlings 
were destroyed In the fololw-up cam- 
paign. 

• Since the beginning of the barberry 
eradication work In 1918 practically 
all cities and villages of the thirteen 
States within the quarantine area 
have been surveyed. In the original 
farm-to-farra aur%'ey an area equlal- 
ent to 484 counties has been covered 
Including 39 counties sur\*eyed on 
funds furnished by States. In the 
five years a total of 5,'234,946 bushes 
and seedl ngs have been destroyed on 
53,610 properties. 



GOOD SEED CHEAPEST MEANS 
OF INCREASING CORN YIELDS 

Corn yields can be Increased more 
surely and cheaply by the use of 
good seed than In any other way, 
says the United States Department 
of Agriculture. Unless a community 
has an experienced and honest corn 
breeder, the best place for the farm- 
er to get seed com la from" the fields 
on his farm or In his neighborhood 
which were planted with a variety 
that has proved successful in the lo- 
cality. The time for selecting seed 
corn In the field is almost here and; 
preparations for handling the seed 
should soon be under way. 

In selecting corn for seed, the ears 
should be taken from stalks- which, 
yield best in competition with others. 
Picking the seed corn direct from the 
field will give the farmer a chance to 
do this, and also to get ears that are 
free from disease and hang at a 
height convenient for busking. 
Drooping ears which shed rain read- 
ily usually will give the best seed, 
while in the South It Is necessary to 
choose ears that are well protected 
from Insects by a long, tight husk 
covering. 

The same day the seed Is gathered 
it should be hung in a dry, airy place. 
One of the best ways to cure seed 
corn la' to bang it from the rafters of 
a barn or open shed, care oelng taken 
to see that It Is htoroughly dry before 
there Is danger of freezing.' After- it 
Is well cured, store the corn in a dry 
place where It will not be damaged by 
mice, rats, birds and Insects. The 
corn that produces the best crop is 
cheapest In the long run and care In 
selecting and handling. seed corn will 
be more than repaid by Increased 
yields.

A HARD RED SPRING WHEAT 

RESISTANT TO STEM RUST . 

A hard red spring wheat that Is re- 
sistant to the principal forms of black 
stem rust has been developed In 
North Dakota by the United ' States 
Department of Agriculture and the 
North Dakota Agricultural Experi- 
ment station. This wheat was first 
Introduced from Russia In 1903 by 
Prof. H. L. Bolley, and la now known 
as Kota. About 0,000 acres of Kota 
wheat were grown In 1922, and much 
more this year. 

The particular virtue of Kota wheat 
Is Its resistance to the black stem 
rust; which Is general throughout the 
hard red spring wheat region. Its 
rust resistance was not determined 
iintll after the great rust spldemlc oC 
191G. It Is also fairly resistant to 
drought and outylelds Marquis in 
North Dakota, having averaged near- 
ly 3 bushclamore per acre during the 
past five- years. It' Is a bearded- 
wheat which ripens about as early as 
Marquis. In milling and baking ex- 
periments conducted independently 
by the Department of Agriculture and 
the North Dakota Experiment Station 
Kota wheat has shown results nearly- 
equal to those obtained with Marquis, 
Experiments with- Kota wheat have 
been carried on In a number of other 
States as weir aa in North Dakota, 
and the wheat was found best adapt- 
ed to the district where durum wheat 
Is extensively grown, Kota wheat 
could replace much of the durum 
wheat now grown In eastern North- 
Dakota and South Dakota with profit 
to both the hard red spring and the 
durum wheat Industries, department 
workers believe. This variety is re- 
commended for NortH Dakota and ad- 
jacent portions of neighboring States.

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Twin Brother to T. B. 

..Cause of Cattle Loss 

"The twin hrotlier to tuberculosis" 
Is one of the uumcs given by veteri- 
narians to a fatal disease which causes 
havoc in any herd where It gains en- 
trance. 

This disease, also called Johne's 
disease, and resembling tuberculosis 
somewhat In symptoms and effects, la 
not a new one but has often been 
confused with tuberculosis, so has but 
recently been credited with the seri- 
ousness that It dc9cr\-es. Ucrds In 
dairy states are menaced if this twin 
brother to T. B. once gets its hold on 
a didry animal. 

*'It Is believed tliat once Johne's 
disease gets under way in tho animal 
death Is certain to result from It," 
says B. A. Beach, veterinarian at the 
Wisconsin College of Agriculture. 
'*Tho annual loss hi Wisconsin so far 
reported may run as high as 12 per 
cent in badly Infected herds. The 
disease is a contagious one and pur- 
chaso from an Infected herd Is usually 
tho origin of the trouble In othor herds, 

**Another bad feature of this disease 
Is that It generally affects only young 
heifers. Because of Uiis tendency to 
affect tho most VHluablc stock and be- 
cause lu spread Is so rapid, this dis- 
ease Is worse than tnbcrculosla." 

Symptoms of Johne's disease show 
about six months after the germs of 
infection gain entrance to tho body. 
Immediately after calving Is when the 
Infected animals are most apt to sliow 
tho symptoms. 

Infected animals lose flesh rapidly 
so that Uiey become mere walking 
skeletons. Diarrhea occurs at Inters 
vala and tho milk flow Is greatly re- 
duced and finally stops. Tho disease, 
which is contracted through Uio mouth 
in feeding yards, can bo detected by 
the Johnln test, which according to Mr. 
Ilastlngu, hoad of the bacteriology de- 
partment at tho ciperlmcnt station. Is 
similar to tho tuberculosis teaL I 

**That much can be done," says Mr. 
Hastings, "through the use of thli j 
test, to decrease the spread of thU 1 
disease In a herd has been demon- 
strated In Denmark. Prompt removal ; 
and Isolation of all animals reacting . 
to the test Is tho only prerontlon.**

Economical Hog Ration 

Given by Ohio Station 

In a bulletin recently published by 
the Ohio experiment station on ''sup- 
plements to com for fattening swine," 
some figures were given on tho various 
amounts of feed required to produce 
100 pounds of gain. The piga used 
were pure breds, weighing about 82 
pounds each, and wore fed In dry lots 
by means of self-feeders. One lot wag 
fed com and tankage at the ratq of 12 
parts com to one part tankage. Fig- 
uring com at 40 cents a bushel and 
tankage at $3 a hundred, It cost ?2.01 
for each 100 pounds of gain. Another 
lot Was fed one part com to two parts 
skim milk. Figuring on tho same price 
for com, the feeding value of the skim 
milk amounted to only $1,15, or 1^7 
cents per cwt, as compared with tank- 
ago In feeding value. This does not 
mean that tankage Is always inore eco- 
nomical than skim milk. For young 
pigs skim milk Is superior to tankago. 
However, If there Is not enough milk 
produced on the farm for feeding pmv 
poses, It la more economical to buy 
tankage than skim milk.

NEW USES FOR WOOD BEING 

REVEALED BY CHEMISTRY

pulp wood not only for paper pro- 
ducts but also for fibre containers, 
wall-board, and similar forms of ma- 
terial.

net profit than with any other kind of 
livestock. The hen roosting on the 
leafless tree produces no eggs. 

Seed Corn 

It begins to look as though there 
might develop a real scarcity of seed 
corn next spring. Unless you have a 
desirable lot of old corn, It will pay 
to give particular attention In select- 
ing seed. Even In the most matured 
fields corn Is full of moisture, and 
early frost has caught some fields. 
Tho outside of the^ barn Is not the 
best place to dry seed corn this year, 
as It will need to bo protected from 
freezes. Hung up on twine or seed 
corn hangers In the attic or some 
form where It can dry out thoroughly 
without danger of freezes while still 
full of moisture, is tho safest place 
for It. Experience has shown that 
seed corn can be picked as early as 
In tho glazed or well dented stage, 
and I fproperly dried, make good seed.

The general rules, as read, forbid pro- 
fane swearing, snbbntli-breaking, buy- 
ing, selling or drinking Intoxicating 
IJquora, lighting and quarreling, un- 
charitable or unprolltaljle conversa- 
tion, especially speaking evil of mag- 
istrates or of ministers, taking such 
diversions (amusements) as cannot bo 
used In the name of the Lord Jesus, 
singing songs and reading books 
which do not tend to the knowl- 
edge or love of God, borrowing or 
buying without the probnhility of pay- 
ing. 

Tho general rules also enjoin upon 
each member that he feed the hun-l 
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gry cloth the naked, visit or help 
those who are sick or in prison, be 
constant and faithful In efforts to 
win others to Christ, he ready to bear 
reproach for Christ without flinching, 
he present at all'the regular and spe- 
cial services of the church, observe 
family and private prayer and study 
of the Bible. Other Items of less im- 
portance are also Included. The rules 
explicitly say that all who desire to 
continue as members are expected to 
keep all these general rules. 

The coming Sunday morning the 
Rev. James Lawrence Anderson of 
Chicago will preach. Dr. Anderson Is 
an old college fdend ol the pastor of 
over thirty years ago.

A "LIVE AT HOME" CAMPAIGN 
POPULAR IN NORTH CAROLINA 

In 47 counties of North Carolina a 
"live at home" campaign, backed by 
the governor of the State, revived 
Interest In gardening, poultry, hogs, 
and dairy work during 1D22. People 
pledged themselves to plant larger 
and better gardens both to feed the 
family and sell tho surplus. A report 
received by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture gives many 
statistics^ on the results achieved. 
Halifax County is typical. As a re- 
sult of Its garden work there were 
2flO new summer gardens, 100 new- 
winter gardens, and vegetables sold 
to the amount of $5,011. Tho I^Ieck- 
lenburg County home demonstration 
agent reports that In addition to^gar- 
dens planted, 100 milk cows have 
been brought into the county, and 
families In the mill districts of Pas- 
quotank County were interested in 
backyard gardens. The mills gave a 
number of vacant lots rent free to 
their employees who raised quantities 
of vegetables. 

Tho total egg production through 
poultry work In 24 counties Is estlrn- 
ated ut about 400,000 eggs, of which 
about one third were sold, another 
third used for hatching or sold for 
breeding purposes, some preser\'ed In 
water glass, and many used at home. 
Pure-bred poultry was urged every- 
where. The 2,323 demonstrators en 
rolled In dairy work In these counties 
had 9,000 cows which they managed 
according to methods advocated by 
extension workers. Butter was made 
by fi.SGl demonstrators, to the esti- 
mated value of 5ISI.OGI.7O. ot which 
about one-ninth was sold. Cottage 
cheese, cream, sweet milk, and but- 
termilk were' used at home and sold, 
and 3,853 persons reported Increased 
nse of milk and milk products In 
their family diet. 

Tho "live at home" Idea was car- 
ried out In the booths at the State 
fair. When a variety of vegetables 
from tho home garden was shown In 
one bootli, how to use them In the 
diet was demonstrated In another. 
The same Idea was carried out by re- 
lating poultry, eggs aud butter to the 
nutrition booth.

parts of 

tiie ^onh\vest recently spent a diiy at 
the United States sheep esporhnent 
station, Dulmis, Idnho, where animal 
hushamlmen of the Depirtmcnt of 
Agriculture demonstruted the results 
of much of the work which has been 
carried on there for several years. 
There were 75 visitors, including rep- 
resentatives of several slate cxperl- 
mem stations and several men from 
the department at Washlngtiin. Mon- 
tana. Idaho, Utah. Colorado and 
Wyoming were represented. - 

At tills station the department lias 
been working for a number of years 
on sheep-hreudlng problems, range 
management anil winter maintenance, 
A part of the Held day, which was 
bold May 20, was taken up by a 
shenrlng demonstration in which 
ranchers had an opportunity to ob- 
son-B the yluld and tiunlity of fleeces 
from the various lots of sheep. About 
750 animals wore pliearod that day, 
and diirlng the season 2,300 fleeces 
were taken off. Most of the sheep 
being raiaeil there are Hnnihoulllets 
and coarse-wool, (ine-wnol crosshrpd 
types such as Corrlednio and Colum- 
hin. the latter a type developed by 
the department. 

Tho Ilnmbouillets at this govern- 
ment ranch are an American type <Io- 
vehtpcil particularly for tills regloa 
where feed Is comparntlvely sparse. 
They dllTer from the old type hi be- 
ing larger ami smoother and freer 
from wool on the face. Detailed rec- 
ords are kept ou tlie wool nnd mut- 
ton produced by al! tlie dlfTerent 
types, the feotl and grazing, labor and 
tlie financial returns. 

The Corrledales hove boon found to 
produce an excellent quality of wool, 
hut the Columhius ylclil heavier fleeces 
and their lambs are heavier. A cross 
of these two crofishrcU tyiMJs Is being 
tried out and so far Ima been very suc- 
cessful both OS a wool nnd mutton 
producer. 

The fleld day visitors wcro taken In 
automobilcfl over the ranpo to show 
them Uie results of protecting the 
nuipe where 17.000 acres hus been in- 
closed by a fence for three years. This 
Iioa been found an elTective way for 
building up a good Btand of gras.-?. as 
the fee<l Insldo the fence was much 
better than that Just outside ns a re- 
sult of protection against rooralng 
stock. Tlie department also has dom- 
onstrnted tho mlue of assuring a wa- 
ter supply by the drilling of wells and 
the con.stnictlon of reservoini. It has 
been found to pay to haul water aa 
much aa three miles during very dry 
weather, the cost being about one- 
fourth cent a head dally during these 
periods. Tho water required daily 
per ewe Is between two-tldrda and 
three-fourths of a gallon. 

At tJie winter headquarters, where 
there Is a Blockade for 2,000 ewes, 
sunflower Bllnge has been fed along 
\vlth alfalfa hay with great success. 
The yield of Uils feed has boon about 
four tons to tJie acre. Other feeds 
heinc tried there are alfalfa, sweet 
clover, peas, oats and peas, difforem 
rates of seeding being used.

Farrowung Troubles Can 
Be Eliminated by Feeds 

Often a brood sow Is unjustly con- 
demned. If she kills or starves her 
young, It Is sometimes tlie fault of the 
caretaker. 

She should bo fed sparingly for the 
first few days after farrowing, in- 
croaslnK gradually, s> that the milk 
will not be pn>duced faster than the 
pigs can tiike it. By injudicious feed- 
Ing, tho milk glands are unduly 
stimulated, and If the milk is not all 
consumed, will cause Irrltntlon and 
Inflnmrniitinn. The siifTerlng mother 
will not allow the pigs nourishment, 
thus starving thorn, or In her pain, 
she miiy sometimes kill them. Cor- 
rect feerlinf,' will ellmlnnte nine-tcntha 
of the trnuhles at furrowing.
